Deatitution Of Farmers Is Revealed [ 
By Recent Investigation 

Dub'in, Ireland. — A remarkable 
statement of the destitution among 
the farm ng community of Leitrim 
County, Irish Free State, was made 
at a meeting of the country board of 
health. 

The superintendent of home assist¬ 
ance, who distributes relief through¬ 
out the aea, stated farmers who were 
in comfortable circumstances some 
time ago, were now living on pota¬ 
toes and salt. They had ne ther bed¬ 
clothes nor bedding and their cbldren 
were scant ly clad. 

Where a religious examination was 
held recently in a north Leit im 
school, out of 49 children for exam¬ 
ination, 21 were without boots, despite 
the b tter weather. In the Doom ah air 
district, he continued, there were 151 
homes abandoned by farmers who had 
either emigrated or sold their hold¬ 
ings. Matters had reached a breaking 
point and he would not accept further 
responsibility for impoverished fam- 
U es of the county, the officer added. 

The board decided to take imme¬ 
diate action to alleviate the distress, 
referring the report to the minis¬ 
ter for local government w th a view 
to obtain ng a special grant. A mem¬ 
ber said the countryside was reduced 
to a state as bad as the black days 
of the great famine of 1846-47.

Jealously guarded by monks tor 
more than 2,000 years, Ethiopic trans¬ 
lations of the Old Testament are 
calling Rev. S. A. B. Mercer from tys 
chair In Oriental languages and 
Egyptology at Trinity College, Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, to brave the dan¬ 
gers of Abyssinia.
